Tourist Camp Cains m p h Approval 


T h e Tourist Park has gained a most favorable report from 
the Minnesota Department of Health and we quote the letter dated 
July 23, signed by A. J. Chesiey, M. I)., Executive Olficers, as fol­ 
lows : 
“The Minnesota Department of Health is making an investi­ 
g a t e onf tourist camps throughout the state for the purpose of 
ascertaining what they have in the way of sanitary facilities, and 
advising those in charge in regard to improvements if unsatisfac­ 
tory conditions are found. As you know, a visit was made to yoni 
camp on July 17. We are pleased to report that Mr. Boniness, who 
made the investigation, found that your camp was equipped and 
maintained in a very satisfactory condition.” 
Traveling as a tourist, a representative of the Minnesota De­ 
partm ent of Health had called on Carl Wright, Park Commissioner 
in charge of the Tourist Park, and he said he had stayed over just 
for the purpose of getting in touch with the Park Board. 
Of all 
the camps in the state, he knew of hut one to compare with Brain­ 
erd so far as health care is concerned and that camp is at Roches­ 
ter, Minn. 
While there are many good camps in the state, Brainerd and 
Rochester are considered the outstanding ones when it comes to 
safeguarding the health of the tourists. 
“I have not a thing to suggest to you in the way of improving 
sanitary conditions of the park”, said the representative. 
This O. K. from the Minnesota Department of Health is some­ 
thing to be proud of, and city and park board are highly apprecia­ 
tive of the commendation expressed in the report. 
It may be stated in this regard that the Tourist Park has also 
received the official approval of the City of Winnipeg d e p a r tm e n t 
which is recommending the park to Canadians traveling to this 
section. 
And when it comes to individuals approving the pail;, every 
day and many mails find favorable expressions voluntarily 'bower­ 
ed on park attendants and the park board and city in general. 


Good News for Duluth and Brainerd 


C o m m i s s i o n e r Babcock of the state highway department has 
given Duluth some most welcome and reassuring news in his state­ 
ment that highway No. 2 between Duluth and Brainerd is to he 
paved and that the work will start this season. The News Tribune 
has long urged the paving of this important thoroughfare, which 
extends into some of Duluth’s most prosperous and essential terri­ 
tory. 
Highways No. 2 and No. 8 are two of the most important unpav­ 
ed roads leading out of Duluth. 
Both should be paved, and will he 
eventually. 
The highway department has decided to pave No. 2 
first, as that highway carries the heaviest traffic. 
However No. 8 
should be improved and kept in just as good condition as is possi­ 
ble until it can be paved also. 
Brainerd has a paved highway leading to the Twin 
Cities. 
However, Brainerd has joined with Duluth iii urging the paving 
of the road connecting the two cities. Tho road is heavily traveled 
and will carry much more traffic when paved, as it is now iii poor 
condition during most of the year and people prefer traveling over 
the paved road to the Twin Cities. 
’Phis road leads through important Duluth territory and when 
paved will undoubtedly bring a great many more people lo the 
Head of the Lakes. 
The next highway on the northern Minnesota 
paving program should he No. 8, leading west from Duluth to Hast 
Grand Forks and intermediate points. Then No. 2 on from Brain­ 
erd west to Cargo should be paved. 
Duluth is glad to see that these important paving projects 
are receiving the attention of the highway department, and when 
the paving of each of these highways is completed it will he an
